It is not well to be content with 
what we have. We ever strive to ad- 
vance. The navy today is floating 
in a dangerous eddy in the current 
of progress. It contains all the mod- 
ern weapons of sea warfare. The 
proportions are not exact but that 
can be remedied if we can arrive at 
a logical and scientific understand- 
ing of the direction toward which 
the hand of progress points. The 
navy is cluttered up with many ships, 
long obsolete fornaval war. These 
absorb the nation’s money, yet bring 
no return to the nation ypon the 
money lavishly spent in their up- 
keep. 


Need of New Weapons. 


A time for radical change in 
weapons seems to be arriving. Our 
eyes should be turned to the future, 
and to the past only to understand 
the course of evoluition. A weeding 
out process in navy material and a 
concentration of fighting types only 
are essential steps in order that we 
may husband our money for experi- 
monts, and for building advanced 
types of weapons.

public. 

If the 1919 Legislature had passed the enabling 
act which, instead, was permitted to die in com- 
mittee, it.would have been very difficult to ob- 
tain the desired results in time to figure in the 
census which has fust been taken. Th® process 
of incorporating outlying territory, involving im- 
portant problems of taxation, public welfare and 
safety provisions, is not a matter to be rushed 
through in a few weeks or months.

Money became worthless. Transportation collapsed 
and with the collapse of transportation the practical | 
collapse of industry and commerce was. inevitable. 
With food and raw materials plentiful in rural Rus- 
sia, the cities starved and the factories were 
idle. Idleness, starvation and cold, with their ac- 
companying diseases and social maladies, have 
wrought fearful havoc on the urban population of 
Russia. Despite the effort to enforce communism, the 
peasants cling to individual land proprietorship and 
speculative capitalism thrives on the necessities of the 
people. , 

The soviet dictators have more to contend with than. 
cestruction and disorganization. The license issued | 
to the ignorant, the discontented and the criminal ele- | 
ments to murder, destroy and confiscate for their own | 
gain has had a profound psychological effect on the 
working men. Coupled with the lassitude of war 
weariness, from which all of Europe suffers, the dis- 
like of work and the idea that they could live with- 
out work took possession of the proletariat. Produc- 
tion in factories that have been operated show an ap- 
palling lack of efficiency in production. The output 
of locomotive works has decreased enormously, while 
the force required to produce the decreased output has 
greatly increased. A locomotive shop which, before 
the war, turned out 50 locomotives with a working 
force per locomotive of 20 men; under Bolshevism 
turned out seven locomotives with a force per loco- 
motive of 120 men. The effect of such a condition of 
production on prices and wages is readily understood. 
It means the collapse of industry. 

What is the answer of the Bolshevist dictators to 
the problem of industrial collapse? It is the answer 
of all class and individual despotisms—compulsion. 
Trotzky outlined it fully in his speech to the Third 
Russian Congress.

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BOPP SAYS UNDERTAKER 
PARTNER BURIED PROFIT 


Sheriff Wants $7919 Exhumed 
for His Share From Kirkwood 
Undertaking Business. 


Sheriff Bopp of St. Louis County 
says that Ray L. Houser, his partner 
in the undertaking business at Kirk- 
wood, appears to have buried most 
of the profits for the last three years, 
‘and Bopp is undertaking to have 
them exhumed, by means of a suit 
filed yesterday at Clayton. 

When he was holding the office of 
Coroner, prior to 1916, he could carry 
on his business conveniently, but up- 
on his election as Sheriff, he decided 
that he would need help, so he sold 
a half interest to Houser for $4009. 
| It was agreed, he states, that each 
should take $100 a month salary, 
Houser looking after the business 
while Bopp at‘ended to his own offi- 
‘cial duties, ard that they should di- 
‘vide the profits. 

It never occurred to him that the 
business was not doing well, he said, 
until a few monthe ago, when he re- 
membered how much custom the ifn- 
fluenza had made for them, and hs 
was impelled to wonder why the 


profits had not increased. When | 
Houser went over to Galesburg, I[I1., | 
for Christmas, Bopp went over the 
books. 

He says in his petition that he 
found that Houser had not been con- 
tent with taking his $1200 a year 
salary, but, in the three years, had 
taken $10,811. He also says that 
Houser had collected large amount 
which are not shown by the records 
to have been deposited. He wants 
Houser to dig up $7919. In 1917 
alone, he says. Houser drew out 
$2372 and also collected $1987 for 
which no record of deposit appears. 

The law provides that when the 
Sheriff. who ordinarily serves such 
‘papers, is defendant in a suit, they 
shall be served by the Coroner. 
When the Sheriff is plaintiff this 
does not apvoly. but Sheriff Bopp said 
today that he will ask Coroner Denny 
to serve these papers anyhow. as he 
wants to avoid any further- un 
| npleasantness. 


Houser walked into the court- 
/house yesterday afternoon, saying 
| that he had seen an account of the 
; Suit ni the Post-Dispatch, ard de- 
'clared his readiness to accept 
. service. 
| ‘If Bopp hadn't filed this suit, I 
would have done so,” he said. “He 
is no more anxious to dissolve the 
partnership than I am. I can’t get 
along with him,’ 

Houser denied that he ever had 
collected any money and failed to 
deposit it. He asserted, on the con- 
trary, that he and Bopp went over 
the books together Wednesday and 
Thursday nights, and that it was 
shown that there is a surplus profit 
to be divided. The undertaking 
firm is still a Iivé concern. he said.

If big battleships like the British 
Hood are still being built we must 
remember that spending depart- 
ments are conservative and love ex- 
travagance. Ten years after the 
fight betwecocn the Monitor and the 
Merrimac, which inaugurated fren 
war vessels, navies were censtruct- 
ing obsolete wooden battleships. 
The submarine is unpopular with 
sailors. It is an uncomfortable 
place in which to spend one’s pro- 
fessional life. It obliterates the 
picturesque which has counted for 
so much on the ocean. At the same 
time, {t is for the taxpayers on 
both sides of the Atlantic to say how |

surface will be diminished. That 
again will make the underwater boat 
more deadly. 

In a sentence it will mean stale- 
mate on the high seas. Contrary te 
the entirely correct view of Ad- 
miral Mahan, in his day, land oon- 
tact alone will count on a showdown, 
If we are to assume that the oceans 
can be made and therefore will be

“Another symphony orchestra, the 
St. Louis’ organization, visited Chi- 
cago for the first time last evoning 
and gave a representative program 
at Orchestra Hall under its con- 
ductor, Max Zach. One of the c'dest 
erymphony societies in the country — 
it is said to be in its fortieth yaar— 
the St. Louis orchestra, in its present 
status, is now making serious music.

The orchestra, 
however, plays with more than nec- 
essary deliberation, looking rather to 
safety than to speed, and bears out 
the saying “go slow, but sure.’ Thus 
there is a certain rigidity in tempo, 
which never varies from the begin- 
ning of a movement to its close.

More than 1000 souvenir cigar 
lighters, each of them accompanied 
by a folded $1 bill, were given yes- 
terday to ex-members of the Thirty-, 
fifth Division, A. BE. F., by members 
of the Relatives’ Auxiliary of that di- | 
vision, in the rooms formerly occu-. 
pied by the Third National Bank, |

HIS FORMER FACTORY 


Chevrolet Vacates Rutger Street 
Plant as Its New Factory 
Nears Completion. 


Installation of the Gardner Motor 
Co. in its permanent and ca pacious 
home at Main and Rutger #streets 
was completed the past week, aiid its 
| production and other activities will 


‘begin in those quarters tomorraw 
morning. | 

Oceupancy of this plant has been 
somewhat delayed by reason of its 
use for nearly two years by the 
Chevrolet Motor Co., a property of 
the General Motors Co., which nec- 
essarily required some time to com- 
plete removal to the mammoth plant 
of the latter in the new industrial 
district on North Union boulevard. 
The removals of the two concerns 
were in a measure dovetailed and 
carried to a finish last week. | 
In addition to transferring its con- 
struction department to the General 
Motors plant, the Chevrolet Com- 
pany leased the building at 4300 
Forest Park boulevard, vacated by 
the Gardner Company, for use as a 
parts and service station. 


And Rutger streets the Gardner 
Company is but getting back into the 
home place where it not only estab- 
lished itself as the manufacturer of 
the famous Banner buygy, but went 
far toward putting St. Loum in 
prominent rank as an industrial cen- 
ter. 

150 Gardners a Day. 
The output of the car during the 
ensuing month is not expected to 
average more than 25 a day, as the 
force of skilled help cannot be com- 
manded at a moment's notice. In 
April the production will, it ts stated | 
by F. W. Gardner, vice president for 
production, be doubled, and May is 
expected to bring an output of about 
100 cars a day, from which volume 
the increase to capacity of the plant, 
about 160 daily, will steadily take 
place. The inflow of supplies as de- 
sired is believei to be assured. 
_ ‘The plant has floor space of about 
'1,000,000 square feet, and is 
‘equipped with the highest type of 
machinery for economical produc- 
tion and handling, the company hav- 
ing expended $500,000 in making it 
as, nearly perfect as practicable. 
There are river and rail shipping fa- 
cilities at its doors. 
Up to this time the Gardner Com- 
pany has been unable to do more 
than get out cars for display pur- 
poses, and fill some of the more in- 
sistent orders in the St. Louis terri- 
tory. Henceforward it will take care 
of the trade on a rapidly expanding 
scale until, before the end of the 
year, it expects to be supplying the. 
domestic demand with fair prompt- | 
ness and invading the foreign fields, | 
‘from all of which applications for | 
distributing rights have been re- 
ceived.

On May 8&8, 1879, George Baldwin 
Selden of Rochester, N.' Y., filed an 
application for a patent covering the 
use of the gasoline motor as a pro- 
pelling force of a road vehicle anid 
upon the véhicle as a whole. It 
was not until 1893 that the automo- 
bile practically as it is known. today 
was launched. Panhard & Levassor 
in this year manufactured 350-mo- 
tors, nearly all of which were sold. 

“The first road race run in 1894 
was known as the Paris-Rouen race 
over a course of 89 miles. It had 
an entry list of 46 cars, of which 12 
were eteamers. The first prize,

First U. S. Builders. 

“In America Charles E. Duryea 
and Elwood Haynes were the first 
to build gasoline vehicles that would 
run. The exact date on which th2se 
respective American pioneers first 
ran their cars is not accurately re- 
corded, but it was some time in 1892. 
To Alexander Winton goes the credit 
of selling the first American auto- 
mobile. On April 1, 1898, he sold a 
one-cylinder Winton automobile to 
Robert Allison of Port Carbon, ?a. 
Allison ran the car for two years, 
and, at Winton’'s solicitation, sold i+ 
back to the Winton company, where 
it is still in existence, practically as 
capable of delivering service as it 
was the day it was shipped to its 
purchasers.

BRITISH QUELLED 
INDIAN UPRISING 


Troops Under Gen. Dyer 
Fired 1650 Rounds Into 
Crowds Without Warning 
or Order to: Disperse. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Feb. 28.—An official re- 


port regarding the seditious riots 
last April in Amritsar, Lahore and | 
other districts in the Punjab, British | 
India, has just been issued here by 


the India Office. The disturbances 
at Amritsar were put down by Briga- 
dier-General R. HB. Dyer, the Brit- 
ish officer in command, with an iron 
hand, 290 persons being killed by 
rifle fire. 

It is stated in the report that the 
shooting followed murderous attacks 
on Europeans and that Gen. Dyer 
had not ordered the crowd, which 
had gathered in a public meeting 
place in Armitsar, to disperse, but 
that 1650 rounds were fired upon the 
thickest parts of the throng. It 
states that after natives had nearly 
beaten to death an English woman 
doctor, the general. offiter command- 
ing the British troops in Amritsar or- 
dered that the street be closed where 
this attack occurred and that per- 
sons who passed through it had to

News of these occurrences did not 
reach this country until the end of 
the year, and then created a big sen- 
sation and not a little controversy, 
which has not yet died down. The 
report now given out comes from the 
Punjab Government. 

Authority to Stop Meetings. 
After describing the growth of. 
anti-British feeling at Amritsar, cul- , 
minating in murderous attacks on 
Europeans, the report tells how 
Gen. Dyer was at length given au- 
thority to take whatever steps were 
necessary to re-establish civil con- 
trol. This was on April 13. Gen. 
Dyer accordingly considered it his 
duty to disperse prohibited unlawful 
méetings, such as had been held by 
the natives for some time in the 
Jappewalian Bagh, an open space, 
regularly used for public meetings, 
with houses on all four sides and 
three or four passages leading into 
it. The report continues in sub- 
stance: 

“Gen. Dyer was_not able immedli- 
ately to provide for the purpose a 
larger force than 50 Indian troops, 
together with 40 Gurkhas armed 
only with kukris or knives. Accom- 
panied by the European Superintend- 
ent of Police, he took these to the 
Jappewalian Bagh. He had with 
him two armored cars in reserve, but 
the lane through which he entered 
was too narrow to admit them and 
they were left in the street outside. 
He took no machine guns with him. 
When he arrived, at about 6 
o’clock, he found that the crowd had 
swollen to several thousands, and it 
was being addressed by a speaker 
on @ raised platform. His troops de- re 
ployed on either side of the entrance, ° 
‘the ground on which they stood be- 
ing some feet higher than the gen- 
‘eral level of the inclosure. He did 
not order the crowd to disperse, but 
proceeded to take action to dispersy 
it at once by fire. There were 1650 
rounds fired, fire being directed on 
crowds, not on individuals, and re- 
directed from time to time where 
the crowds were thickest. The am- 
munition used was the ordinary .303

HAT has blocked the progress of every 
housing project in this country, as 
well as in Europe, is the hard fact 
that under present prices of labor and 
commonly used materials, it has 
proved impossible to build even the 
smallest and most modest six-room 
cottage for a sum which, with the cost of the necessary 
land, would make the total investment for a home 
economically possible for the ordinary workman or 
moderately salaried individual. Houses which five 
years ago could easily be built for $4000 or $5060 will 
now cost $8000 or $10,000. 

A congressional committee, reporting on the war 
housing activities of the United States Housing Cor- 
poration, states: “Single houses in Bridgeport, Conn., 
cost $7265. The average for all houses was $5673.78.”’ 

It is not stated whether these houses represent a 
complete house or whether such necessary items as 
weather stripping, electric fixtures, sidewalks, etc., 
were omitted. Probably no profit for the contractor 
nor cost of architectural service were 
included in these figures. And since

rial as a substitute. It might be possible to evolve the 
former if architects and builders could rid themselves 
of tradition and study the matter as though isolated 
in a country without the usual facilities of civilization 
and depend only upon their ingenuity and the materials 
which nature locally provides. 

In this way the Eskimo invented a cheap and com- 
fortable dwelling built of ice; so did the early settlers 
in this country, who built of logs; and the early Span- 
iards and Indians of our Western states, who built 
of unbaked clay, or adobe. There are abundant ex- 
amples of these earth dwellings in our own country 
which compare favorably with the usual forms of con- 
struction for durability, looks and comfort. The mis- 
sion buildings in California are constructed of this 
material, as well as many dwellings still in use after 
more than a century of wear. In this connection, one 
wonders why no one thought to construct our war can- 
tconments and barracks of this material instead of the 
unsightly, uncomfortable and costly wooden shacks 
universally used. 

Adobe is a Spanish word from adobar (to plaster). 
It is nothing but air-dried brick, weatherproofed with 
plaster, and any traveler in Mexico or California knows 
that these buildings are as beautiful as any we produce 
in the same class. 

Many excellent plans for small cottages of the con- 
ventional American type have been developed by the 
United States Shipping Board and also by private archi- 
tects, but as all of these have proved too costly to 
build, at least from a commercial standpoint, some new 
type of home will have to be devised in which every 
superfluous square inch of area and any

feature must be eliminated. Other possible economies 
may yet be found in new processes or materials as 
substitutes for present methods. Some years ago Mr. 
Edison led us to hope for much from his concrete house, 
but so far all forms of concrete have proved as costly 
at least as other forms of masonry. 
~~ A recent number of the London Sphere calis atten- 
tion to an old form of masonry called “‘pise” or “cob,” 
the use of which in housing projects is now being con- 
sidered in England and might be equally well applied 
to this country as an emergency substitute. The pic- 
turesque cottage in the illustrations produced are of 
this construction. 

Sturgis’ Dictionary of Architecture and Building de- 
scribes it thus: ‘“A cheap masonry of compressed 
earth. The most suitable solid for the purpose is clay- 
ey, somewhat sandy loam and vegetable earth. It is 
mixed with straw or hay to prevent it from cracking 
when it dries. The wall is built in sections by means 
of a movable frame about three feet high and 10 feet 
long, the two sides of which are of boards kept apart 
the thickness of the wall. This frame is placed on the 
wall and between the sides of the earth is rammed or 
beaten in four-inch layers. When this sort of box is 
full it is taken apart and set up in another place—in 
some parts of France houses of two or three stories 
are built of ‘‘pise.”’ 

The Sphere states: “The earth hardens to an aston- 
ishing extent in the process of drying off; so much soe 
that it is sometimes difficult to bore into it with an 
augur. * * * The outer surface of the pise wall can 
be color-washed or treated in various ways. Spraying 
with hot liquid tar has been tried successfully. The 

natural wall weathers in course of 


time to a very attractive color, and 


the time when these houses were con- 
structed the cost of building has ad- 
vanced possibly as much as 25 per 
cent. If one takes the average quoted 
price of $5263.78, plus 25 per cent, it 
makes the cost of the house §7095. 
Add average price of 40-foot lot at $30 
per foot ($1200) and the cost of the 
house and lot is $8293. 

It can readily be seen that to pay 
rent or to own this home the occu- 
pant should have an income of at 
least $3500 per year. At $1 per hour 
and working eight hours a day for 300 
days a year, one could earn only 
$2400, which is inadequate income for 
above basis of cost for rent. 

So far as one can learn, every new 
housing projéct yet planned or con- 
structed either in this country or in 
furope has been based on some form 
of tenement or the traditional story- 
and-a-half cottage, usually contain- 
ing five or six rooms and constructed 
in the customary way of either brick, 
hollow clay tile or wood. It would 
seem, therefore, if it is possible to 
beat the building game it willibe nec- 


the outer surface itself withstands 
ordinary rain action and bad weather” 


When properly waterproofed, there 
is no reason why these earthen build- 
ings should not stand one climate as 
well as another, and certainly our 
variety of climate is not more severe 
than that of the British Islands or of 
I’rance. 


At my suggestion a firm of testing 
engineers of this city hag agreed to 
make a few experiments concerning 
the use of earth masonry of this sort, 
which should prove much cheaper 
than any other, because it can be 
made by common, unskilled labor, of 
material found in nearly every com- 
munity. 

Of course, there is no data extant in- 
dicating the cost of earthen masonry, 
but in the present housing emergency 
it would seem worth while to make 
an experiment in constructing a real 
building with earth walls.

N THE 120 years which have elapsed since Sir 
Humphrey Davy, experimenting with nitrous 
oxide—the so-called “laughing gas’’—found a 
clue to its anesthetic properties, the early work 
of the pioneers in this field has been developed 
and improved and perfected until science reached 
a point where it was believed there was noth- 
ing left to be done in relieving pain during surgical 
operations. 

But now Dr. James Cotton of Toronto is credited 
with finding the means of inducing conscious insensi- 
bility to pain—analgesia, it is called—and starting with 
Dr. Cotton’s discoveries the perfection of his basic 


principles have been brought to the point where the 


idea is made available to surgical, medical and 
dental science everywhere through the efforts of a corps 
of American chemists associated with the firm of 
R. I. du Pont de Nemours & Co. of Wilmington, Del. 

Not only does this new analgesic, which is composed 
of highly refined di-ethyl ether, render a patient in- 
sensible to pain without destroying consciousness, but 
in cases where it has been tried it shows that its ap- 
plication is not followed by the 
usual nausea so familiar in the 
use of previously known anes- 
thetics. It is now possible for 
the patient not only to admin- 
ister the pain-deadening ether 
to himself but also to watch, 
fully conscious and without any 
sensation of pain, the reduction 
of an abscess, the extraction of 
a tooth, the sewing of wounds 
and other similar minor surgi- 
‘al operations wherein total an- 
esthesia formerly was neces- 
sary.

In the realm of short emer- 
gency operations the usefulness 
of the new ether is circum- 
scribed only by the number and 
variety of such cases wherein 
its application may be consid- 
ered advisable and desirable. 


It is probable that in obstet- 
rical cases and in dentistry the 
analgesic properties of this 
ether have been most appreci- 
ated so far. In obstetrical op- 
erations only a small amount 
of this special type of ether is 
required to relieve the pain, 
while in dental surgery it not 
only replaces nitrous oxide in 
extractions but also is used to 
render painless such operations 
as nerve treating, removal of 
roots and drilling and filling of 
teeth, which heretofore have been ‘cae med without 
an anesthetic. 

The reports of cases in which the new ether was 
used are interesting. One case was that of a boy, aged 
16, who underwent a dental operation. “Patient took 16 
inhalations,”’ says the dentist's report; ‘‘exposed pulp 
was removed and two cavities. were prepared; patient 
positively felt nothing, in spite of the fact that this is 
one of the most sensitive operations which can be per- 
fermed\ip the mouth.” 

Another case was that of a man 28 years old, the 
operation on whom consisted of the reduction of a 
fracture of the elbow. The report says: “Time of in- 
duction, eight minutes; time of operation, five min- 
ites; amount of ether used, two ounces, by open cone; 
patient awake and talking while bandage was being ap- 
plied; there was no after nausea; patient afterward 
said he liked taking ether and had no ill sensations.” 
' An official of a state medical association cited a 
number of cases in which the new ether was used 
with satisfactory results. Referring to three operations 
for the removal of tonsils and adenoids, he said: ‘‘No 
morphine was used in these cases, and, consequently 
the patients awakened immediately after the flow of 
ether was shut off, as quickly as do patients who have 
taken gas. It was a surprising phenomenon. In those 
cases, apparently enough ether was given to induce 
unconsciousness. 
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Dr. James H. Cotton of Toronto, Cana- 
da, who has discovered an ether prepa- 
ration which completely deadens pain 
without rendering the patient uncon- 
scious or subjecting him to the nausea 
a the use of other anesthetics. 
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\ Massachusetts dentist 
reported as follows: ‘I 
took the ether myself, had 
a wisdom tooth removed, 
and was conscious all the 
time. In fact, I told the 
dentist exactly when to 
remove the tooth. I did 
not feel any. pain whatever. 
I then administered the 
ether several times to vol- 
unteer patients for exca- 
vating sensitive cavities, 
for which it proved very 
satisfactory. At the den- 
tal convention at Swamp- 
scott I had four patients, 
all cases of excavating, 
to use the ether, with- 
out pain or loss of sense. 
The method of adminis- 
tration was from a four- 
ounce bottle, with by-pass 
and glass tubes for inser- 
tion in the nostrils, con- 
nected with the bottle by 
rubber tubing. The anal- 
gesia lasted long enough 
for the preparation of one cavity. 1 think perhaps a 
nose mask would be better, as the patient could inhale 
while the work was being done on the tooth. I think 
it only a matter of time before the new ether will be 


' universally used.” 


Another case was one of laparotomy. In this instance 
there was an open mask administration direct from the 
container. The report on this case says: “Patient, 
male, age 18; weight, 180 pounds; operation, adhesions 
and resection of tubercular mass from abdomen; time 
of operation, 1 hour and 10 minutes; patient remained 
very clear mentally and cracked jokes throughout the 
operation; patient was given a small meal while 
the surgeons were operating; abdomen was completely 
relaxed; eyes slightly dilated and pulse remained at 80; 
amount of ether used, three ounces.” 

Still another case was an arm operation on a re- 
turned soldier. The report says: “Operation consist- 
ed of opening the arm; patient complained of feeling 
dull; otherwise he was normal; time of operation, 45 
minutes; while under the influence, patient stated he 
did not want merely to lose sensation to pain but 
wished to go to sleep, as he was tired; amount of ether 
used, three and one-half ounces; at two previous opera- 
tions it was impossible to induce the patient with 
commercial ethers and chloroform had to be used.” 


‘In another case the operation consisted of the ampu- 
tation of part of a thumb, the’operation lasting about 
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With the new ether the patient sees and hears everything that tran- 

spires in the operating room, and if the surgeon is willing, he may 

carry on a conversation while the scalpel seeks the abscess, or strong 
arms repair the fracture. 


15 minutes. The patient was a young boy and was 
given the ether by means of the semiclosed inhaler. He 
went back to his work in.an hour r so and suffered 
no nausea. 

Another report had to do with the case of a woman 
who had been knocked down by an automobile and 
her collar bone fractured. She was prejudiced against 
taking any anesthetic until informed she could give it 
to herself if she desired. She talked throughout the 
entire operation and was entirely without pain until 
six minutes after the anesthetic was stopped. She then 
said she wanted more of it as it made her happy. There 
were no objectionable after effects. 


After successfully experimenting, Dr. Cotton made 
his findings public and also gave demonstrations of the 
new ether. The development of the ether in a com- 
mercial way was taken up:‘by the du Pont company, 
the production of sulphuric ether, or, as it is technically 
designated, di-ethyl ether being one of the important 
branches of the manufacturing activities of that chem- 
ical in vast quantities as an essential material in the 
manufacture of smokeless powder, and, for a somewhat 
shorter period, in large and continually increasing 
volume expressly for anesthesia purposes. Although 
the same chemical compound is used as an industrial 
solvent and as an anesthetic, it is known to everyone 
in any way familiar with the subject that there is a 
great difference in refinement between the two ethers. 
In fact, the difference is so great as to require radically 
different methods of manufacture, the transition from 
one field of application to the other having called into 
service the best experts and skilled factory operators.

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nace layout has reached astonishing proportions. The 
earth has to be taken out and in most cases hauled 
away.

Neither of 
them dared disobey the Crown Prince’s oré@ers and 
re-enter the house. At 4 o'clock a carriage came with 
Prince Philip of Coburg, who had kept his promise to 
his sister-in-law, Stephanie. He insisied upon being 
admitted to the house, and when he had heard of the 
assault, he declared that he must see his brother-in- 
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lew. The two told him there was a lady with the 
Prince. “All the same!” he insisted. 

The door of the dining room was locked, and when 
knocking and calling elicited no answer, the three men 
smashed the panels and unlocked it from the inside. 
The room was quite dark, but from the opposite open 
door of the bedroom a dim light shone through. The 
Coburger crossed the dining room and stood stock- 
still at the door of the bedroom. 

On the night table one of the candles of the chan- 
delier was still burning and threw its pale light on 
two corpses which lay in each others arms on the bed— 
Crown Prince Rudolph and Mary Vetsera. The right 
hand of the Crown Prince still clasped the weapon 
with which the deed had been done--a small “bulidog.”’ 
In his left hand—the arm around poor Ma.y’s neck, 
he held a toilet mirror. Both corpses were covered 
with blood. The top of the Crown Prince's skull was 
gone; his brains had been scattered all over the room. 
Mary did not offer quite so grewsome a spectacle. She 
must have been shot through the head from a slight 
distance. 

When lights had been lit in the dining room, the 
body of Baltazzi was found on the floor. 

As there was no knowing who might be the first 
person to arrive from Vienna, Coburg gave orders for 
the bodies of Mary and her uncle to be removed. 

The Coburger undertook two watch with Loschek, 
and Hoyos was sent to Vienna; to bear the news to the 
imperial palace. At noon Prof. Widerhofer came to 
Meyerling, and with his own hands ministered to the 
body of the Crown Prince sufficiently to allow the 
imperial parents’ eyes to look upon their son. 


The report of the station master of Modling on the 
events of the night of Jan. 30 had roused the curi- 
osity of his chief, Director Friedrich von Schuler. He 
wanted to know what the numerous night journeys 
that had been observed had to do with the tragedy of 
Meyerling, and besides he wanted to talk over the 
awful event with his old friend, the abbot of Heiligen- 
kreuz, with whom he often passed a pleasant evening 
in the convent. The abbot welcomed him warmly and 
said he had a great deal to tell him. 

On the afternoon of Jan. 31 an officer had come to 
Heiligenkreuz and had asked to be allowed to speak 
to the abbot. He introduced himself as a messenger 
from the Emperor. He came to ask burial for a young 
lady, who had died at the same time as the Crown 
Prince, and for whom the Emperor begged-.indulgence 
and discretion of the abbot and canon of Heiligen- 
kreuz. There was to be no question asked, no talk of 
any kind. The body would be brought, ‘it was to be 
buried according to Roman Catholic ritual in sacred 
ground. 

The abbot most decidedly refused. He could not take 
upon himself to bury a girl; of whom he knew nothing 
and who possibly had died by her own hand, in conse- 
crated ground. The officer became very pressing in his 
entreaties. But the abbot said: “I cannot! As soon 
as our peasants find out that a suicide lies among the 
dead of the Heiligenkreuz Cemetery, they will dig her 
out in the night and throw her over the wall of the 
church yard. You would not like that? Tell that to 
your imperial master.” The messenger returned to 
Vienna. 

Late that same evening Count Bombelles—who had 
been the Crown Prince’s tutor—came with the bap- 
tismal certificate of Mary Vetsera, which proved her 
a Roman Catholic, and with the Emperor’s word of 
honor in writing that the girl had met her death by 
a strange hand. The Count added that it was the spe- 
cial wish of his grief-stricken Emperor that the young 
girl should be buried in Heiligenkreuz. 

The abbot now consented, and went into the village 
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HE following editorial from the Gary Times 

is printed by the Journal of the American Med- 

ical Association as a lesson to health faddists:

The carpet on which the brains of young 
Rudolph von Hapsburg had been scattered was not 
sold—it was sent to the cleaners, and then placed 
among the other imperial carpets In a storeroom is 
Schoenbrunn.

What Other Cities on the Mississipp1 Are

HE ink was hardly dry on news dis- 
patches telling of the enactment of a riv- 
ers and harbors bill carrying an appro- 
priation for improvement of inland wa- 
terways scarcely adequate to really im- 
prove a negligible part of even one 
stream, before river navigation advo- 
cates from the Mississippi Valley were en route to 
Washington to renew the fight. 

What, then, is to become of river navigation? Dur- 
ing the war there was much talk about development 
of this vital part of the transportation possibilities, 
and it looked for a time as though all of the rivers 
fn the country would be made navigable as a war 
measure. 

Then came the signing of the armistice and al- 
ready it is feared that the rivers are to be left to their 
own devices and a means of transportation that it is 
admittedly needed neglected for another period of 
years. 

The action of Congress in cutting the rivers and 
harbors appropriation for improvement of inland wa- 
terways from $40,000,000 to $12,000,000 was a keen blow 
to river transportation advocates. It will be a severe 
setback to business in the Mississippi Valley, unless 
Congress is persuaded to remedy the situation through 
the Newton bill or other similar measure. 

St. Louis, Memphis, New Orleans and other cities 
along the lower Mississippi River, Kansas City on the 
Missouri and cities along the Ohio River, all showed 
good faith by actually installing boat lines on the rivers 
in consideration of Congress promising to make proper 
improvement provisions. 

They were told that unless they got busy and put 
in adequate river terminals along the

So they got busy. Memphis has under 
way the construction of a modern riv- 
er terminal to cost, with warehouses, 
railroad tracks, wharf and floating 
docks complete, approximately $500,- 
000. St. Louis has elaborate plans 
for the utilization of her river re- 
sources. New Orleans has selected 
a site for her river terminals and is 
proceeding to construct them on a 
scale commensurate with the possi- 
bilities of the traffic, and to provide 
proper facilities for transferring river 
freight to ocean bottoms and vice 
versa. 


Greenville, Miss., has spent $200,- 
000 on a modern concrete wharf and 
has plans drawn and estimates pre- 
pared for the construction of a ter- 
minal. The Greenville wharf is be- 
ing used as a model by Government 
engineers in the construction of the 
new wharf at Cincinnati. Helena, 
Ark., has purchased a site for the 
river terminal and has formed an im- 
provement district to carry on the 
work. The laws of Arkansas pro- 
hibit a municipality issuing bonds,

issued and sold and $230,000 expended in the purchase 
of site and warehouses on the river front. Work is 
now under way to cut down the lofty bank at the 
site of the terminal and to construct there a modern 
concrete wharf, with tracks and chutes and other ma- 
chinery required for the expeditious loading and un- 
loading of river craft. Because of the frequent changes 
in the river stage, floating docks will be used. In 
this way, no matter how high or how low the river 
gets, it will be possible to handle incoming or outgoing 
freight at Memphis. When completed the river ter- 
minal wil] have 300,000 square feet under cover and 
electric trucks will convey the freight to and from the 
loading platforms. 

Perhaps the best informed man locally on river sub- 
jects declares that the completion of the terminal facili- 
ties here will see a rea] revival of river taffic. Until 
then he does not believe there will be any appreciable 
increase in the amount of tonnage handled in or out 
of Memphis. An experienced river freight officer has 
been put in charge of the Memphis office of the Gov- 
ernment barge line and is actually engaged in solicit- 
ing business for the barges. Up to the present, how- 
ever, his work has been handicapped by lack of con- 
veniences to handle the freight. 

Whether the Government barge lines operate or not, 
after the railroads are returnd to private owners and 
the railroad administration passes into history, mem- 
bers of the Memphis River Terminal Commission fee] 
that the city made a good investment when bonds were 
issued for the purchase of the present plant. A net 
profit of $6000 above interest charges has been earned 
since the property passed into the city’s hands. This 
amount was turned into the city treasury on Jan. 1. 


and as the formation of an improve- 
ment district for river betterments 
is a new project, the matter is being 
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At present there are approximately 
3900 carloads of steel goods, farm im- 
plements, automobiles, feed and pack- 
age goods stored in the warehouses. 

However, after the city has invest- 
ed the remaining $270,000 available, 
it will be necessary that the river 
business earn a return, because the 
warehouse is receiving capacity pat- 
ronage now and the investment is less 
than half the amount to be expended 
in modernizing the terminals. 

Plans contemplate the construction 
of a platform 16 feet wide to extend 
entirely around the warehouses to 
accommodate electrically operated 
trucks. New railroad tracxs to ac- 
commodate additional cars are to be 
constructed. The contract calls for 
the completion of the Memphis ter- 
mina] by May 1. 

Private capital is displaying un- 
usual interest in plans for the resto- 
ration of river navigation. The 
Standard Oil Co. has nearly complet- 
ed a large crude oil tank at Memphis, 
from which it is proposed to supply 
river craft with fuel, and the Sugar 
Products Co. of New York, importers 
of black strap molasses, are building

THE YOUNG MAN YOU SE

He is St. Louis University’s most inter- 
esting law student—Lost wife, only 
child and his eyesight all in a space 
of a few months — Yet, with these 
handicaps, he has readjusted him- 

- self to a new world and will soon 
be a member of the bar with special 
talents for the practice of law —:: 


BRAHAM LINCOLN read bis law books by 
the uncertain, flickering light of a log 
fire when he was preparing for admis- 
sion to the bar, and the history of Amer- 
ican jurisprudence is laden with ex- 
amples of young men who worked and 
studied under almest insurmountable 
obstacles to become lawyers. In fact, the majority of 
men in this country whose accomplishments have 
truly counted for the lasting benefit of their fellow 
men in the branch of law practice, have come from 
the ranks with the sweat ef heavy toil upon their 
brows. : 

In the general course of things now it is easier than 
of old to acquire a legal education, or fit one’s self 
for any specialty. Books are more plentiful, and 
there are more schools. Besides talent and ambition 
almost invariably attract attention and patrons. But 
all these advantages of the tater-day civilization count 
for little if one is prevented by blindness from taking 
advantage of them. 

Under the handicap of sightless eyes and the neces- 
sity of earning his living, William Ely, 32 years old, a 
native of St. Louis and Central High School graduate, 
is completing a course in law at the St. Louis Univer- 
sity Institute of Law. He has finished three years of 
the course, and in September will take the bar exam- 
ination at Jefferson City, and in June, 1921, will receive 
his “sheepskin” and become a fuli-fledged lawyer. 

Ely was not always blin®@, the affliction having come 
to him relatively late in Hfe. This fact, in a meas- 
ure, makes the deficiency the more keenly felt, as with 
adults it is difficult to attain proficiency in the things 
which so materially aid sightiess persons who have 
learned them in early childhood. Withal, he has done 
wonders in that direction, having mastered the Braille 
«vstem of raised letters and the ordinary typewriter. 

Up until about six years ago Ely pessessed his sight, 
und Was a presperous and promising business man. 
After leaving high school he entered the employ of a 
national bank in St. Louis, and showed unusual talent 
for accounting routine. Later he specialized in cred- 
its and auditing and was engaged in that capacity by 
several firms here. He married, and his family life 
was ideally happy, he having one child, a girl, who 
was the absorbing aud central point of interest in the 
parents’ lives. 

The corporation for which Ely was working as- 
signed him to take charge of its interests at the town 
of Augusta, Ark., which Hes about 18 miles west of 
Memphis, Tenn. It was there that the hand of fate 
seemed to single him out fer hard blows and the be- 
stowal of unusual and heavy misfortunes. First of 
all, im March, 1914, bis little daughter died, and in 
August of the same year his wife contracted typhoid 
fever and succumbed to the disease. 

Not satisfied with these evidences of its vicissitudes, 
the pursuing fate reached still further and struck 
down the young man with nervous prostration, which 
culminated in a paralytic stroke that deprived him 
of his eyesight. He was weeks recovering, and when a 
relative degree of health was regained, Ely discovered 
that he had been deprived permanently of the power 
to perceive objects in the light of day. 

“a In the expenses connected with the illness and deaths 
of his wife and child and his own long sickness virtual- 
ly everything which Ely possessed in the way of ac- 
cumulated resources were consumed. He returned to 
St: Louis, where his sister lived, and for two long 
years was sunk in the deepest depression: bordering on 
absolute despair. Life seemed to hold nothing for him, 
and he made no effort to rescue himself from the grasp 
of mental and physical inertia. 

During those months, however, there was working a 
saving influence in the form of the bright and cheer- 
ing disposition of his sister, Mrs. Virginia Ely Weber, 
whose home is at 3687 Blaine avenue. Her indefatiga- 
ble good humor and untiring attentions proved a mate- 
rial help to renew the lagging ambition and energy of 
her brother. 

Gradually it dawned on the afflicted voung man 
that he must still live, possibly for many years, and 
that he was getting nowhere in his condition of lassi- 
tude and depression. He determined to rescue himself 
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from his unhappy state of mind and bend every effort 
to do something to improve his condition and become 
self-supporting. The change in his psychological 
status, he says, came suddenly, and is hard to ex- 
plain, but doubtless it was a growth, and due to re- 
awakening of his mental powers with improvement in 
his health. 

Which way to turn and what to do was the prob- 
lem. He had never turned his hand to any mechanical 
occupation, his working life having been spent in 
banks and offices, where sight and ability to compre- 
hend figures and their mean- 
ing were more essential 
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than digital dexterity. He 
talked to and consulted with 
other blind persons and per- 


effort is devoted to assisting 
the blind. These talks were 
not encouraging, but finally 
he determined to learn the 
trade of making brooms. 
For a while Ely worked 
in the school where broom 
making is taught, making 
fair progress. He found, 
however, that he could not 
bring this undertaking to 
the success he desired, and 
decided. to try somthing 
else. Different occupations 
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were canvassed, and a trial ee a a 


was made at piano tuning. 


Here, too, Ely made some 
headway, but was handi- 
capped by having never 


studied music and lack of a 
practiced ear for comparing 
sounds. So piano tuning was 
abandoned, and in an in- 
spired moment the seeker 
hit upon the study of law. 
Other blind men had mas- 
tered this long and arduous 
study, why not he? 

With certain misgiving, 
it must be said, he applied 
to the law schooi and matriculated. The very first day 
of his first term, however, Duanished all doubts. The 
thing seemed possible——it could and would be done. 
Professors and fellow students were to a man inter- 
ested in the much-hampered student and disposed to 
go out of their way to aid him. Being obliged te 
work days, he attends the night classes and iectures. 
Certain students study with him, reading the books 
aloud and aiding him in seeking references and in 
other details which Jack of sight prevents his attend- 
ing to. 

Ely preposes to specialize in commercial! law, thereby 
being able to take advantage of the experience gained 
when he was in business. He does not plan te do 
much actual work, though he will be equipped and fully 
able te appear and plead should occasion require him 
to do so. He is well versed in collections and credits, 
in which specialty he hopes to build up a practice. 
He feels certain that when once his shingle is hung 
out, business will Duild up and develop and numerous 
things will present themselves which be will be capable 
of handling. In any event, he has successfully solved 
his problem and faces the future with optimism and 
a stanch heart. 

By way of temperary occupation, and to pay for 
his daily living and tuition through tle law school, 
Ely seils brooms. Each morning he sets forth with 
a bundle of them under his arm, and does not re- 
turn until all are disposed of. In his merchandising 
the blind student covers all parts of the city and is 
able to find his way around with astonishing skilL 
He is an expert on the quality of brooms, and knows 
the good from the poor far better than the average 
person wielding them. 

Ely says he meets with varied experiences in his 
peregrinations about town. He could fill a book with 
an account of them, and some would form the basis 
for short stories, comic as well as in the opposite vein. 
As a rule he is kindly received, but sometimes, he 
declares, he is most emphatically not given notably 
courteous consideration. When it is appreciated that 
he is blind, there is aimest invariably consideration 
paid him, but in his face there is no evidence of the 
voung man’s affiication. 

He is a bit sensitive about having his wares pur- 
chased as an act of charity on the part of the pur- 
chaser. He is dealing in a good quality of necessary 
merchandise, and wishes te transact business on that 
basis. However, be is quick to appreciate any kind 
or sympathetic word. His smile is illuminating and 
a pleasure to see, and is ample reward for any act 
which brings it into play. Ely has. many friends who 
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are devoted to him, and doubtless would extend him 
pecuniary aid were it not for his well known prefer- 
ence for making his own way instead of proceeding 
in a seemingly smoother one paved gratuitously. 
It requires but a short personal exchange with Ely 
to realize that he has solved his problem. There is 
a genuine quality in his smile and conviction in his 
voice. He lives at 4083 Washington avenue and has 
fer roommates two friends, afflicted as he is. Most 
of his spare moments are spent in study, and for recre- 
ation he goes to visit his sister. Sometimes he attends 
a concert, he being passionately fond of music, and 
at still rare intervals, goes to a play at the theater. 
He says he gets much more out of a play than one 
would suppose. His favorite dramas are those of 
Shakspeare. But nothing competes with the pleasure 
derived from visiting his sister, whom he calls ‘the 
most wonderful little ‘sis’ who ever lived.” 
Edison’s Assistant Tells Stories About Him 
-HOMAS A. EDISON’S business assistant and bi- 
ographer, William H. Meadowcroft. chatting 

the other day about his chief, told of a snap- 

shot of Edison which he showed to the latter 

and asked him what he thought of it. His reply was: 
“It is almost impossible to get a really good photo- 
graph of a person. A difference of a thousandth of 
an inch in iens will produce a different expression in 
a person's face. If you will take this photograph and 
compare it with a half-dozen others taken at d-frerent 
time, you will scarcely realize it is the same person.

Mr. Edison read 
it and then gave the boy a verbal message. The boy 
went out, and Mr. Edison turned to me with a humer- 
ous twinkle in bis eye and said: “When that bey has 
gone 50 feet he will be absolutely unable to remember 
that message correctly.
